LONDON.  March  23  (CP).— 
Strong  German  force*  which 
had  smashed  against  the  Mos- 
cow Bryansk  rail  trunk  north 
ol  Zhizdra  have  been  beaten 
back  in  four  daya  of  violent 
lighting  which  cost  them  7.000 
officer*  and  men  killed  alone, 
Moscow  announced  tonight.

— The  German's  hand  may 
have  trembled  a little  ax  he 
pulled  the  trigger,  or  the  con- 
cussion of  crashing  shells  may 
have  jarred  his  rifle  the  slight- 
est trifle— anyway  the  bullet 
missed  the  young  English 
major'*  heart  by  an  inch  or  ao. 

It  drilled  neat  round  hole* 
through  hi*  left  arm  and  tide, 
and  warm  blood  ran  down.

He  sat  waiting  for  the  wound*  to 
b#  dre-eed  Beside  him  were  a enn 
of  sardine*.  some  hard  biscuit*  and 
a mug  of  tea. 

The  odor  of  drug*  and  dlauifeeunt 
wa*  heavy  in  the  tent,  marked  on 
the  Nip  and  skies  with  huge  red 
crease*.  In  the  tent  with  him  were 
other  men  who  had  been  wounded  in 
the  assault  on  the  Mareth  Line.
